1980 and 22nd of June 1980 with their attachments. 

Contrary to your Interpretation of the Headquarters USAF 
letter, we believe there Is no American Intention to begin a new 
UFO Investigation unless "legitimate evidence Is discovered to 
Indicate that we have had visitors from outer space". The quotes 
are from the attachments to your letters. No legitimate evidence 
has been received by either US or Canada. The National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration has decided that, "nothing Is to be gained 
by further Investigation", a decision agreed to by the USAF. 

Obviously, you will understand that unless a demonstrable 
threat to Canadian or Allied National Security exists from UFOs, 
the Canadian Forces cannot spend money on determining the nature of 
such UFOs. As you are aware, our resources are already fully 
committed. UFOs must first be proven to be a threat by the scientific 
coomunlty. Including private researchers like yourself, before any 
action can be taken by this department. Since the National Research 
Council Is the government department collating evidence of UFOs, we 
suggest that, should you reach some provable conclusions on their 
nature, you should communicate directly with them.
